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REMARKS. 


The committee chosen to make a new appraisal of the 
real estate of the town, have made their report to the selectmen; 
while they have not materially changed the total valuation of 
the town, we are of the opinion that a tax assessed upon the 
valuations as returned by them, would result in a more just and 
equal distribution of the burden of the town expenses than we 
have had in the last few years. 


During the year, certain sums to the amount of $400. 
namely the C. W. Lane fund, $100., the R. Clay fund, $200., 
and the Mrs. S. P. Bullard fund, $100., which were held in trust 
by the town, the income to be used in caring for their respect- 
ive lots in Pine Grove Cemetery have been withdrawn from the 
treasury, and deposited in the Amoskeag Savings Bank. This 
will give the town the appearance of being 4400.more in debt, 
which is not so in fact, as the money, though in the’ treasury, 
was not the town’s money, 


The following legacies have been received during the year 
From the estate of Mrs. Sophia P. Bullard: 


To the town of Raymond, N. H., the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars to be used for the improvement and_ beautifying of 
the Pine Grove Cemetery in said town; also to the same town 
in trust, one thousand dollars to be invested in United States, 

-State, City or town bonds, or in some institution for savings, or 
~ in some of the railroad stocks left by me, if made over to it by

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WATER COMMISSIONERS REPORT 
Since our last report one new Service pipe has been add- 


ed to the system and the use of the water is somewhat in ¢ excess 
of any previous year. 


The income from Water takers has sally increased each 
year. for several years past. 


During the past year we have completed the purchase of 
the land where the standpipe is located. Negotiations were en- 
tered into by the Water Commissioners for this land, in the year 
that the System was installed and the price was fixed at that 
time between the parties at ($100. ) one hundred dollars. Later 
there arose a question in regard to the ownership of the land and 
the matter was dropped until within a couple of years when it 
was taken upby the present board of Water Commissioners, and 
. the deed secured. The price being ( $160 ) one hundred sixty 
dollars, or the original price with 40 per cent interest added to 
the time it was deeded. 


The repairs to the System during the last year, have been 
of a minor nature. 


There are some parts of the streets in the village where 
the dirt has been washed away over the pipes, and they are not, 
therefore covered as deeply as when they were first put in. 


It seems to us that this is a matter that the road agents. 
should look out for when repairing the roads, as the grading of 
the streets, is a work that does not properly come within the 
duties of the Water Commissioners to look after 


A sample of the water has recently been ex amined at the 
State Laboratory w Hygiene, and found to be of the usual qual- 
ity.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The board of Health wish to call the attention of the towns- 
people to to the sanitary condition of our village, which we find 
in a fairly good condition, and only a few cases of poor sink 
drains and waste places have been called to the attention of the 
Board. While these have been repaired, we find several places 
where waste is being thrown where it should not be. We 
would ask that the people would exercise more care in the matter | 
ard not throw any waste or refuse matter in the low ground that 
drains into the river, as this has a tendency to spoil our drink- 
ing water. Consult, with the members of the Board, and they 
will try and help you keep our community in good, healthy con- 
dition. 7 


We would call your attention to the law in regard to sink 
drains and privies, cesspools, etc. as printed in the public health 
laws of our State, Chapter 108. Sec. 8:— 


No person shall occupy, lease to any other person, or per- 
mit any other person to occupy, a building or any part of a 
building, within the compact part of a city or town as dwelling 
house, office, store, shop, or sleeping apartment, unless such 
building shall be provided with suitable privies or vaults prop- 
erly ventilated and constructed, and kept in proper sanitary 
condition, and in case of occupancy as a dwelling house, un- 
less it shall be provided with suitable drains or sewers for carry- 
ing the sink water away from the premises into some public 
sewer, if there be one within one hundred feet thereof, and if 
not, for conveying it away underground or in some other way 
that will not be offensive. . 

SEC. 9. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with 
the provisions of the preceding section shall be fined not exced-

ing ten dollars for each day of neglect or refusal, after notice, ac. 
provided in Section four of this chapter. 

The past year has been particularly free from Zymotic dis- 
eases. ‘One epidemic of measles occurred, but owing to prompt 
action of your board, the outbreak was confined to only four 
houses. While the mortality has been high the past year, there 
have been but few deaths from acute diseases, No Typhoid 
fever or Diptheria has occured within our borders during the 
year nineteen hundred and five.
